The number of Catholics is giv- 
en as 23, 419,701. No explana- 
tion is provided for the discrep- 
ancy between this figure and that 
arrived at in the Official Catholic 
Directory for 1945, which is more 
than half a million higher and 
sets the number of Catholics in 
the United States (including Al- 
aska and the Hawaiian [lislands)

Vincennes, Ind., Oct. 1 —(NC) 
—— Memorial services magking the 
Sesquicentennial of the first Ho- 
osier schoolmaster; the Rev. John 
Francis Rivet, will be held at the 
historic cemetery of the Old Cath- 
edral parish here on Sunday, Oct- 
ober 7.

For Franco’s Removal

Washington, Oct. 1 —(NC) — 
With se much emphasis being put 
upon united efforts to win the 
peace, especially in view of the 
difficulties that have beset the 
meeting of foreign ministers in 
London, the: rally held in Ne. 
York’s Madison Square Garden a 
week ago under the guise of a 
“Spanish Refugee Appeal,” was a 
spectacle which has left many peo- 
ple bewildered. 


Harold J. Laski. chairman of 
the executive council of England's 
Labor Party, seems to have “stol- 
en the show” with an oeyidress 
broadeast from London direct to 
the New York hall. It was, in 
the main, a vicious attack upon 
the Vatican and the Catholic 
Church, and the  speaker’s re- 
marks seem to have been picked 
up quickly by ~videly scattered 
radical publications as well as the 
regular press. 


Observers are asking themselves 
just how the cause of unity can 
have been serv: by such a prom- 
inent English figure, speaking 
from London where the Council of 
Foreign Ministers was having its 
troubles, giving himself over to 
an old and thoroughly discredited 
attack upon the Church. This, it 
has been pointed ‘out, is certain 
to be resented bv millicns of Cath- 
olics and fair-minded non-Cath- 
olics in almost all the United Na- 
tions. 


The Madison Square Garden ral- 
ly turned into an assault upon the 
Franco government in Spain, with 
open and impassioned calls for 
its removal from the Spanish 
scene. The idea is that the Fran- 
co government should be replaced 
by the Leftists whe have been in 
exile since the Nationalist’s rise 
to power. There were calls for 
republican government in Spain, 
but it was pretty clear that what 
was meant was the return of rad- 
ical elements to power. 


Professor Laski gratuitously in- 
sulted the Catholic Church in pur- 
suing this “line.” Deploring what 
he described as attempts to restore 
the Spanish monarchy— and he 
even went so far as to implicate 
the Vatican in this—Professor 
Laski dragged in the following 
question and made it look like an 
argument in support of his po-

Describes Life In Shanghai 


Prelate Proud To See U. S. 


Planes Overhead; 


Tells Of Witnessing Air Raids In Shanghai 


How a Fort Wayne priest, who 
had received no w whatever 
from home during.the four years 
he was a Jap prisoner, at Shang- 
hai, China, was thrilled at the 


sight of long-hoped-for American 


planes soaring overhead with the 
end of the Japanese war, is told 
‘by the Rev. Maurice J. Meyers, 
in a letter dated Sept. 2, just re- 
ceived by his father, Judge Ed- 
ward W. Meyers, of Superior Court 
No. 1. 

In telling of the wild, monetary 
inflation in Shanghai, Father 
Meyers says he was able to get 
local dollars at the rate of 100,000 
for one American dollar, to be paid 
after the war, and that it had cost 
from $10,000 to $20,000 a day in 
local dollars to live in Shanghai, 
which however, he said, meant that 
he only cost his superiors 10 or 
20 cents a day. 

Father Meyers left Fort Wayne 
eight years ago for Rome, where 
he pursued postgraduate studies at 
the Collegeum Russicum. In 1940, 
he was sent to Shanghai by his 
religious order and had been a 
prisoner of the Japanese since 
shortly after the outbreak of the 
war with Japan. He is a brother 
of Capt. Robert Meyers, Fort 
Wayne attorney. who has been 
with the United States Army in 
the European war theater for more 
than two years. 

God for Peace 

The text of Father Meyer’s let- 
ter is in part, as follows: 

“Dear Folks: 

“Thanks be to God that peace 
has come once more and we can 
begin again a normal life. Part 
of the normal life is the regular 
letter home, so I suppose I shall 
have to get in practice again. It’s 
almost four years since I have had 
any word from you so you can 
imagine how anxious I am to hear 
how you have borne these difficult 
years. A lot must have happened 
at home. There must have been 
births and deaths among our rela- 
tives and friends. Some must have 
gone to fight and possibly will not 
return. Send me the fullest ac- 
count. : 

“Tl hope you have received the 
occasional letter I sent you during 
these years of complete separation. 
From them you will know that I 
have fared well enough and to 
all intents and purposes lived the 
normal Jesuit life. I was never 
hungry and after my typhus at 
the very beginning of the war was 
not sick at all. Our food was 
much better this year than in the 
first year of the war. 

“Life, counted-in terms of Am- 
erican dollars, became very cheap 
this spring. I was able to get lo- 
cal dollars at the rate of more 
than 100,000 for one American dol- 
lar to be paid after the war. For 
a while we could live on less than 


$10,000 a day, and now $20,000 
covers expenses, so you can see I 


cost my superiors only 10 to 20 


cents a day. At the same time 
I had some Mass stipends at $1 
U.S. each, so I more than paid for 
myself for a while. Now the 
money sitwaation is becoming a bit 
complicated for no one knows when 
a new currency is to be introduced, 
but contrary to expectations the 
puppet Nanking government’s cur- 
rency held its own and the price 
of gold and U. S. dollars dropped 
sharply after the fighting stopped. 

“This morning the sky is full of 
American planes, and word has it 
that U.S. and Chungking troops 
are to take over. I am certainly 
proud of our mighty planes soar- 
ing over and I am anxious to see 
our men once more. Up to now 
the situation has been quite 
strange. The flags of the Allied 
nations flying everywhere, but 
it is the Japanese soldier with his 
rifle and bayonet who is >preserv- 
ing order. Their attitude has been 
very correct and they have won 
great respect from all. Thank 
God they have maintained order 
or this town would have been 
horribly looted. 

“T have visited five of the six 
internee camps here and I must 
say they don’t look so bad. For 
the most part the people seemed 
healthy. Food, of course, was not 
good and had to be supplemented 
by packages from the outside. 
There seemed to be a number of 
cases too where the Japanese 
authorities turned some of the 
supplies provided for the inter- 
nees to their own advantage, but 
my general impression was that 
the Japs were very decent, and 
I don’t know of any atrocities. 

“We who lived in Zikawei (su- 
burb of Shanghai) can hardly say 
we have been in camp. The only 
thing was that we were taken 
away from our work. We had 
to feed ourselves and lead the 
normal community life with the 
other French and Chinese fath- 
ers. I had the whole day for 
reading and study; a beautiful time 
of quiet and rest, if you wish to 
look at it that way. 

“What’s more I must have the 
record for times I went out of 
camp. We could get passes to go 
out simply for the asking. I must 
have averaged a day out once a 
week. In the last year we had roll 
eall only @hree or four times, the 
officers only came twice a week 
to give us permission to go to 


town. 
Had Three Raids 

“We had three rather exciting 
raids here toward the end of July. 
The aitfield about a mile from 
Zikawei was bombed so we saw 
the planes passing close by and 
were shaken by the explosion. The 
only danger about our place was 
from shrapnel machine gun bullets, 
but none of our people were in- 
jured. Everyone was happy to

The foregoing is a word picture 
of one of the 400 chapels on the 
various reservations and in Alaske 
where the Catholic Church is work- 
ing among Indians. The Catholic 
Indian population is estimated at 
100,000. Dioceses with the largest 
number of Catholic Indians are 
Rapid City (10,165), Gallup (10,- 
000), Tueson (7,000), Alaska (6,- 
610), Santa Fe and Helena (6,000 
each). No more fascinating work 
is being done by the Church than 
that among the original Americans. 

The war brought changes in the 
normal Indian life by the employ- 
ment of some 22,000 Indian men 
and women in the services. These 
changes have reduced the size of 
congregations, already small; but 
the work has continued. All the 
sixty-four Indian mission schools 
have been maintained. The present 
attendance in these schools is 6,- 
794, an increase of 154 pupils as 
compared with last year. This is 
in day school attendance.

Father Hylden Showed 
St. James’ Players Hew 
To Provide A Field

In the Octeber ‘Family Digest’ 
T’S a far cry from potatoes to 
“nigskins,” but for Father Jo- 
seph Hylden, of Grand Forks, N. 
D., Irish spuds have a definite bear- 
ing on football.’ : 
To begin with, Father Hylden is 


‘chaplain and teacher of agriculture 


at St. James Academy, Grand 
Forks. On the side he finds time 
to coach the Academy football 
squad. Therein lies the story. 
During the past few years the 
Academy teams have played their 
games at the stadium of the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota. But when 
the University announced last fall 
that it would resume football this 
year, St. James’ was forced to look 
for a new football field. 


The Bad News 


“When we got the bad news,” 
Father Hylden says with a trace of 
Norwegian in his speech, “I won- 
dered what the fellows would 
think. We had just bought new 
uniforms and our schedule was al- 
most completed. We were in a real 
‘fix.” The public school field is clear 
over on the other side of town, and 
their schedule was sure to conflict 
with ours, anyhow. But just when

All the Leftist and Anti-cler'cal 
Organizations sent pleas to the 
United Nations’ Conference at San 
Francisco, to deny Spain admission 
into the assembly of the United 
Nations. Evidently, . therefore, 
they were the principal ones iiter- 
ested. They wanted Franco de- 
throned in the hope that the’ So- 
viet regime, falsely called a Span- 


Pope Pius XI called the attack 
on the government of Spain, as of 
ish Republic, might be formed 
1936, “a truly satanic hatred of 
God.” During the civil war 11,000 
priests and religious and 13 Bish- 
ops were murdered, and more tnan 
20,000 churches destroyed. Spanish 
Communists, before Franco won 
the victory, removed $800,000,000 
in gold from the country, leaving 
it in bankruptcy. 


If you. could consider greater 
reasons: for the need of a tem- 
porary dictator in Spain after that 
civil war, we would like to have 
it. | 

Spain, as the editor from the 
Sign observes, is not a totalitarian 
state in the sense that Germany 
or Russia were. The sovereignty 
of God was recognized in Spain 
and totally repudiated in the other 
countries.. The Church was re- 
yarded as a perfect society opeat- 
ing in the spiritual order, dist:act 
from the State operating m che 
civil order, the very idea of which 
both Germany and Russia c¢)m- 
pletely repudiated. In those coun- 


‘|tries ‘the Church. was not’ only 


placed under the contro) of the 
State, but an effort was made to 
destroy its very existence. 


As to the Falange, as far as it 
has been Fascist it has been de- 
nounced by the Spanish Hierarchy, 
and especially by the Archbisnop 
of Toledo who is the Primate of 
Spain. 


Stalin took a licking in Spain 
and has not forgotten it, nor have 
his followers anywhere else in the 
world. 


The persons most competent. to 
judge Spain’s case are certainly 
those who lived there all their 
lives and who rey (arg elieved 
that the Loyalists had intended to 
establish a Democratic government 
in Spain, but who, seeing the Com- 
munist trend and Russia’s back- 
ing, deplored that they had any- 
thing to do with the Civil War. 
They were DeMadariaga, who in 
his book -entitled Spain, p. 373, 
writes: “The revolt of 1936 had lit- 
tle to. do with Fascism.” Then he 
says -that the help received by 
Franco from Germany and lialy 
“was not crucial’ (Ibid. p. 418). 


Then Don Indalecio Prieto, out- 
standing Sodalist leader in the 
last years of the Republic, today 
maintains that a critical. blunder 
of the Republic is to be found in 
its undeviating persecution of re- 
ligion.

Could 
it be of any use to the United 
Nations to have Spain absent, the 
Spain that has been the mother in 
faith and language of 20 nations, 
a nation with a well-defined spirit- 
ual physiognomy, which no other 
nation has surpassed in the defense 
of Christian civilization and the 
formation of western civilization?” 


May Peace Be 
Spain's Too 


Spain does not want another 
Civil War and, therefore, the 
Archbishop prays: 

“May the hour of world peace 
also be the hour of consolidating 
the internal peace in Spain. The 
past civil war and Crusade came 
to be an armed plebiscite that put 
an end to religious persecution. 
May no one desire an unnecessary 
revision that might lead us into 
another civil war with great harm 
to Spain and great danger to the 
peace of Western Europe. Many 
internal questions of not a few 
States have been solved by means 
of war without a.continuance of at- 
tempts at revision.” 

Then he pleads with the Spanish 
people once more to forgive those 
of their country who, because of 
their guilt, fear to return to the 
mother country. He writes: 

“May the return to the mother 
country of all those who do not 
wish to create disturbance be made 
easier in this hour of world peace. 
Let us end discussion of responsi- 
bility for the past. May a means 
of life and professional activity be 
proportioned to all. May there be 
both firmness in power and gener- 
osity towards those who formerly 
opposed it, once they have changed 
their attitude. 

““Catholies, above all, should be 
a living example of forgiveness for 
and forgetting of, not the deeds, 
but the offenders; let us try to 
achieve a real brothérhood. May 
the hour of world peace also be the 
hour of total pacification and spir- 
itual peace in Spain, of a new and 
definite order in accordance with 
the historical tradition of sound 
and just liberties. For God and for 
Spain, let us pray and work, each 
one at his post, with brotherly un- 
ion, with lofty purpose, a holy en- 
thusiasm and a spirit of abnegation 
and sacrifice so that it may be that 
way.”

Take Churchill's 
Word For It 


Churchill speaks of the present 
mass expulsion as follows:

mans from new Poland have been 
carried out. Between 8,000,000 and 
9,000,000 persons dwelt in these 
regions before the war... Enor- 
mous numbers are unaccounted for. 
Where have they gone and what 
is their fate? A similar condition 
may reproduce itself in modified 
form in numbers of expulsions of 
Sudetens and other Germans from 
Czechoslovakia.” (Quoted from 
Brooklyn Tablet, Aug. 25, 1945) 


Mr. Churchill asks, “Where have 
they gone and what is their fate?” 
An interview of the Most Rev. 
Clemens August Count von Galen, 
as reported by Dr. Max Jordan 
for N.C.W.C. News Service, throws 
some light on what their fate is. 
The Bishop, referring to “the 
forced evacuation of Germans,” 
indicated to Dr. Jordan “that some 
12,000,000 people are _ affected, 
about half of whom are Catholics.”’ 
Dr. Jordan’s interview continues: 


“They were sent over the bord- 
ers penniless to try to make their 
way into the Reich, but with the 
intenSe food scarcity prevailing

Only two Catholic churches re- 
main open in Russia, as compared 
to 1,195 churches and chapels 
before the Revolution, according 
to statistics published by the Vat- 
ican.

impossible that tragedy on a pro- 
digious scale is imposing itself 
behind the iron curtain which at 
present divides Europe in twain. 
I. should welcome any statement 
which the Prime Minister “can 
make which will relieve us or in- 
form us on this very anxious and 
grievous matter.” 


So far no one of the Big Three 
or their representatives made any 
statements that could bring any 
relief to. a Christian-minded per- 
son.

In an article 
entitled, “International Orienta- 
tion,” the Vatican newspaper Os- 
servatore Romano, declares: 


“It is contrary to the law of 
nature to remove millions and 
millions of persons from their 
homes, their churches and ceme- 
teries, from the earth cultivated 
by the work of their fathers. It 
was unjust yesterday, and it is 
also unjust and ungenerous to- 


I day.” 


Principle Uttered When 
Nazis Were Winning 


The Osservatore Romano ex- 
plains that as far back as his 
Christmas Message of 1941, while 
German arms were still winning, 
“the Pope had spoken of the rights 
of minorities and the need of pro- 
tecting them. Without believing 
the rumors of deportations, which, 
however, do not appear to be un- 
reliable, it is only in keeping with 
objective reality to recognize that 
the Potsdam Conference sanctions 
the principle of transferment, that 
is, of the elimination of minori- 
ties.” 


And such transferment, such ex- 
pulsion, the article calls “contrary 
to the law of nature.” Nor do 
honest and just people need elab- 
orate proof that it is. What Am- 
erican, if it were done to him 
and his family, if because his 
country lost he were thrown out 
of his state and robbed of his 
home and belongings and forced 
to go on foot to another country, 
would not consider it a vile crime 
against nature? 


It must be emphasized that 
these people are not. only thrown 
out of their homelands but are 
also ruthlessly robbed of all their 
belongings. A Tass dispatch of 
June 26, for example, declares that 
“President Benés had issued a de- 
cree confiscating the land of all 
Hungarians and Germans,” even 
though these had owned it and 
lived there since Columbus dis- 
covered America!

Here my farm friends and agricul- 
tural background came in handy. 
The Bushee brothers and the Farm- 
ers’ Co-op donated 125 bushels of 
certified seed potatoes. Flaat Farm 
Supply offered us all the fertilizer 
we would need, and Gerald Ryan 
gave us a large supply of insect 
spray. 

“Things were looking rosy now 
and I said a few. extra prayers to 
St. Joe asking him to carry on in 
behalf of the Academy’s athletic 
field. | 
“In the middle of April a serious 
snag threatened to ruin all our 
plans. The city planning committee | 
had decided that an alley-way 
would have to be run right through | 
the field on the fifty-yard-line-to- 
be. Our hopes went crashing. 
“The disappointment was only 
momentary, though, for when I ex- 
plained our predicament to the of- 
ficials, they agreed to vacate the 
right-of-way.

Sisters, we 
will not be able to open our school 
this fall.” 


The reason set forth has the 
ring of truth; for many schools 
in North Dakota are. closed lLe- 
eause of the impossibility of get- 
ting teachers. In some places the 
schools are taught by persons en- 
tirely lacking the qualification. The 
adjective “nondescript” is applic- 
| able to many of them. Even the 

city schools have had difficulty in 
| getting teachers during war time. 
The Protestant minister and the 
Catholic priest have been pressed 
into service in a number of places 
to teach the local school. ‘ 


The Sisters who were asked to 
| take the school were very hesitant 
about doing so, for Sisters are in 
' demand everywhere. They, how- 
| ever, finally accepted out of char- 
ity and prompted by a desire to do 
good for people who need them. 
They accepted when they were as- 
sured that the people wanted them 
and that there would be no op-

position to their teaching in_ the 
community. 


_ The Solen School District is from 


90 to 95 per cent Catholic. The 
overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple of the district wanted the Sis- 
ters. They have had rather un- 
fortunate experience with teachers; 
for Solen is an isolated place, ad- 
jacent to an Indian Reservation and 
has little to attract the efficient 
teacher. The resources of the area 
have also been a handicap in get- 
ting qualified teachers. 


The Sisters who were to teach 
at Solen were highly qualified. 
When they arrived at Solen and be- 
fore the school had opened, after 
discovering that a small group were 
opposed to them, they sought can- 
eellation of their contracts. They 
were not discharged, as the Re- 
ligious News . Service resteted. 
They could not be discharged be- 
cause they have in North Dakota 
a constitutional right to teach. 
They withdrew voluntarily, and the 
schoo] board along with the over- 
whelming majority of the people 
weré disappointed. Two members 
of the schoo] board resigned out of 
disgust. 


The grade school in Solen was 
opened with such teachers as could 
be found, but the high school will 
not open because of the impossi- 
bility of securing teachers. 
impossibility of securing quali- 
fied teachers and the impossibility 
of opening the high school 
year proves the school board was 
right in its judgment.

Vatican City, Sept. 28—(NC)— 
It is regrettable, Osservatore Ro- 
mano says, that Harold J. Laski, 
chairman of the national execu- 
tive council of the British Labor 
Party, has seen fit to associate 
himself with accusations against 
the Holy See which already have 
often been refuted.

New York, Oct. 3.—(NC)—As one views the tragic con-

New Altar At St. | 
Peter's Church 
sed First Time 


———$——— 


e—The first High Mass 
: une before the new altar at 
G+ Peter’s church here was offered 
September 98 by the pastor, the 
Rev. Theodore Vv. Fettig. 
” Krtictically designed and orna- 
mented in the general color theme 
of the church proper, the new altar 
is classiged both as & fixed” altar 
and as liturgical. The three main 
features of this altar are unique 
‘n that they combine the use of 
wood, metal and stone. The mensa 
or table of the altar is of Italian 
marble. The tabernacle, of polished 
bronze, and the reredos and canopy 
are of oak. Supported upon the 
reredos, is a large crucifix, which 
at once focuses attention and em- 
blematizes the historical relation 
between the altar and the cross. 
The history of sacrifice in its re- 
jation to Calvary is further depicted 
in two emblems recalling the bloody 
sacrifices of the Old Law which 
were to find fruition through the 
sacrifice of Christ on the cross, and 
the unbloody sacrifice of the New 
Dispensation, which daily renews 
the sacrifice of the cross. 

Incorporated in the ornamen- 
tation of the main panel of the 
reredos, are the words of Christ 
as found in the Gospel according 
to St. John, in which He hinted 
at the manner of His death and 
foretold its effect: “I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw 
all things to myself.” 

Surrounding the altar on the 
walls of the sanctuary, are the 
other symbols relating to Christ; 
tthe hope of Israel, who came first 
at Bethlehem as he comes daily 
upon our altars; who was adored 
by the Magi as we adore him 
today in our churches, and who 
became the Lamb of God upon 
the cross to redeem men; Christ 
who like the storied pelican gives 
His blood that we may live, and in 
the Eucharist Himself becomes 
the food of souls; Christ who rules 
through love and sweetly wins the 
right to be our King. 

With the improvements recently 
effected at St. Peter’s this church 
becomes outstandingly one of the 
most artistically correct and beauti- 
ful churches of northern Indiana.

the exception of shattered win- 
dows the building was not dam- 
aged. The history of this Cathe- 
dral dates back to the seventh cen- 
tury. Later the original building 
was enlarged. In the twelfth cen- 
tury a new building was erected. 
The present Cathedral dates back to 
1693. It is very beautiful with 
some of the most famous paint- 
ings of Europe. Many of the men, 
both Catholic and .non-Catholic, 
have visited the Cathedral and have 
been very much impressed by its 
beauty. One of the non-Catholic 
officers said to me, “That Cathedral 
is the most beautiful building that 
I have seen in all of Europe.” 

A few days ago six of us made 
a trip to Oberammergau which is 
located at the foot of the Bavarian 
Alps. In the far distance we could 
see the much higher Alps with 
their snow covered peaks. Of 
course we did not expect to see the

ever we saw this much talked of 
Catholic community. The pastor in- 
formed us that the community ex- 
pected to -be ready to show the 
Passion Play by 1947; perhaps by 
late 1946.

Then each man will receive a 30 
day pass before reporting to a 
designated camp for a future as- 
signment. Those 30 days will look 
like a million dollars to the men. 
Many can hardly wait to see those 
little children who were only one 
or two when we left the States. 
Others are anxious to see that little 
son or daughter which was born 
after they arrived in England.

Of The Congregation 
Of Holy Cross 


Notre Dame, Ind., Oct. 2—(Spe- 
cial)—Word was received here ear- 
ly today of the death of the Most 
Bi Timothy J. Crowley, D.D., ©. 
S.C., in Dacca, India. Bishop Crow- 
ley, a member of the Congregation 
of Holy Cross, had been ill for some 
time and his death followed short- 
ly after he submitted to a serious 
operation performed in an effort to 
prolong his life. 
Bishop Crowley was born in Kil- 
mallock, Limerick, Ireland, on Jan. 
16, 1880. He pursued his early 
studies in France, and then came 
to the United States for higher 
studies at Notre Dame. He was 
graduated from Notre Dame in 
1902 and took graduate work at 
Catholic University, where he re- 
ceived his doctor’s degree. He was 
ordained at Notre Dame on August 
2, 1906. 

After serving as a member of 
the Notre Dame faculty, Bishop 
Crowley applied for missionary 
work at the Holy Cross Mission in 
Bengal, India, in 1907. 


In 1917 Bishop Crowley was 
named Vicar General of the Diocese 
of Dacca. In 1925 His Excellency 
was appointed superintendent | 
the Holy Cross Missions in India 
and in 1927 the late Pope Pius XI 
named him Titular Bishop of Epip- 
hania, Coadjutor to Bishop 
Grand of Dacca, whom he succeed- 
ed upon the latter’s resignation in 
1929. He was consecrated on May 
1, 1927. 

Bishop Crowley was honored by 
the King of England in September 
of 1944 for services rendered te 
the natives of Bengal, and especial- 
ly for his outstanding work in the 
famine in India during the year 
1943 and 1944. He was the recipi- 
ent of the Kaiser-I-Hind gold medal | 
bestowed on the occasion of King 
George’s birthday in 1944. /
